The Allies drov e up to the Weser riv er toda y w ithin

within 50 miles of Berlin. 
The W iser wa s rea ched on a 48 -m ile front from 15 m iles north of 
J Minden to the Pled Piper town of Ha m elin by four div isions of the 
! Am erica n Ninth a nd British Second a rmies.
